“I was standing on the deck of the 
Pas De Calais,” said Mr. Bowles, and 
I was an eye witness to the whole 
terrible affair. The seq was just a 
little choppy, not rough. We were 
about three miles out from Calais 
when I noticed what I first took to be 
the mast of a sunken fishing smack 
about 400 yards ahead of us. There

“I saw none, but I looked around at 
the bridge to see if the helmsman 
saw the mast.

HORRIBLE SENSATION.

The bow of the craft we struck, 
in the meantime had gradually risen 
into the air and I realized it was a 
submarine, for I saw the painted tin 
tri-color flag fixed on the prow. 

“There was a great commotion on 
the Pas De Calais. Women 
faint and men’s faces grew pale, for 
no one knew the extent of our own in- 


ury. 
“The lifeboat rowed slowly towards 
the disabled submarine, which had 
about twelve feet of its bow up in the 
air, at an angle of about forty-five de- 
grees. The rest of the hull was sub- 
merged. The lifeboat unshipped her 
rudder in the waves and she was 
stopped while it was being shipped 


again. 

The situation was horrible. The sub- 
marine’s bow gradually sunk out of 
sight, its oll oozed up over the waves, 
stilling them. It was like a wounded 
animal shedding its life blood. This 
was twenty-five minutes after we had 
struck it and nothing had been done 
to save the stricken submarine. No 
order was given on our own 
which carried 260 passengers, to meet 
the emergency. 

“I felt mighty sore as we saw that 
submarine sink with its crew, with- 
out putting out a hand to save her. 
The lifeboat which was launched did 
nothing. I won't forget those scenes 
to my dying day. 

“She wae quite close under our 
stern, but our officers and crew seemed 
dazed. Fortunately the passengers re- 
sisted the provocation to start a panic 
and behaved coolly.” 

As he related the story Mr. Bowles 
spoke with the emotion of a man who 
was telling of some hideous nightmare.

SNAG-ON WHICH CAUCUS SPLITS.

ASHINGTON, May %—The Re- 

publican House caucus on the 

postal savings bank din struck 
the expected snag tonight when it 
reached section 9 of the Gardner bill, 
having to do with the digposition of 
the deposits of postal banks.

the local banks in the city where the 
postal deposits were received. ‘ 

When this section was reached to- 
night a flood of amendmengs was of- 
fered by members representing vari- 
dus sections of the country, but all 
seeking to increase the amount of de- 
posits that should remain in the lo- 
tal banka. 

Representative Vreeland of New 
York offered an amendment increas- 
ug to 72% per cent. the amount to 
remain in local banks. Various other 
imendments proposed the retention in 
ocal banks of irom 55 to 70 per cent. 
deposits. 

Mr. Vreeland spoke at le h on his 
amendments, and indications were

POKER PLAYERS. 


SET-BACK CTRIKES OFFICERS OF 
“PURITY SQUAD.” 
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Magistrate Rules With Reference 
to Convicting on Charge of Con- 
ducting Gambling Place—Justice 
Defines Status of Bottle Said to Be 


Deadly Weapon. -

Members of the anti-gambling detail, 
which is a sub-division of the now no- 
torious Purity Squad,” received a se- 
vere setback in Justice “Chambers’s 
court yesterday morning when their 
prosecution of J. Casuer on the charge 
of conducting a gambling game failed 
to convict him. 

The defendant and six companions 
were arrested two weeks ago when 
they were playing draw poker at No. 
230 South Spring street. Plain-clothes 
Patrolmen Amman and Windsor of the 
anti-gambling detail planned a brik 
liant coup and watched the place prior 
to making a spectacular raid. The 
officers bored a hole in the ceiling and 
watched the 
themselves. Their cup of joy was over- 
flowing when they saw the men below 
obtaining cash for their poker chips, 
while Casuer acted as banker. The 
raid followed and the officers took the 
men in the card room to the Central 
Police Station, 

In order to make the charge against 
Casuer strong the officers booked him 
on a charge of conducting a gambling 
place. The case came to trial yester- 
day morning and, after the hearing, 
Justice Chambers dismissed the de- 
fendant. The magistrate made it plain 
that under the existing ordinance he 
could not hold any one under a charge 


the prosecution showed that the de- 
fendant bought or rented the place in 
which the game went on, for the pur- 
pose of conducting gambling games in 
it. This is hard to show in most 


cases. 
The quarters in which Casuer was 
playing consisted of a room in a build- 
ing adjacent to a billiard and poolroom 
and where one room was used as a 
social club. The men who came there 
say that they were on pleasure bent 
and that the nature of their card 
games was such as to show that the 
money end was a minor consideration. 

The officers arrested A. Watkins, 
Charles Patterson, 8. Sherer, E. D. 
Roberts, George Mitchell and A. King, 
with Casuer. also, on charges of 
gambling. Their case will come up to- 
morrow morning in Justice Chamber- 
lain's court. 

The ruling which the magistrate 
made yesterday is an important one, 
in so far as it affects men who play 
cards for money, because the charges 
of conducting a gambling game will 
be less frequent. Fines of from $50 
to $100 have been imposed against 
those convicted heretofore of running 
poker or dice games. 

The prosecuting attorney's office ad- 
mits that the decisio of Justice 
Chambers conforms to its interpreta- 
tion of the ordinance covering such 
cases. 


DEFINES BOTTLE STATUS. 
RULES ON WEAPONS. 
Justice Frederickson yesterday de- 
cided the status of a bottie as a 
weapon. He did so when he refused 
to hold F. 0. Hubbel on a charge of 
assault with a deadiy weapon. Hub- 
bel struck A. L. McDonald, president of 
the Arrowhead Springs Water company, 
with a water bottle, on May 5. The 
magistrate suggested that McDonald 
is entitied to a battery complaint in 
the event that he does not die and 
leave Hubbel to answer a charge of 

manslaughter. 

riubbe!l is a minority stockholder in 
the water company. of which McDon- 
ald is president. His minority opin- 
fons on the conduct of the business re- 
ceived the attention which those of 
minority men usually obtain. On the 
day of the row waich culminated dis- 
astrousiy for President McDonald, the 
irate stockholder endeavored to add 
force to his remarks, when he em- 
phasized his words with a bottle jolt. 
The water bottle used was filled and 
was a comparatively heavy weapon. It 
struck McDonald with such force as 
to cause him to be confi in bed 
about ten days, but it did not break. 
The court considered the thinness 
of the glass and the weight of the wa- 
ter with the bottle and then referred 
to decisions made dy the higher 
courts on what constitutes a deadly 
weapon. They consider a bottle of 
whisky not a deadly weapon unless 
the victim takes the contents internal- 
ly with great frequency. 
McDonald has announced his inten- 
tion of obtaining a complaint against 
his assailant on a charge of battery.

Plot Is Given Away by Pri 
Who, However, le Accused by 
Others of Being Instigator-—Wealthy 
Parents Must Not Give Presents to 
Graduates.

SAN BERNARDINO, May 26—O. H. 
Scott of Santa Rosa, charged with 
embegziing a pair of diamond rings 
from Mrs. Anna B. Marean of Del 
Rosa, is alleged to be involved in an 
attempted jail break. Some days 240 
Scott whispered to the turnkey at t 
County Jail that a number of pri:oa- 
ers were trying to saw their way ot. 
An investigation followed. Other pry- 
oners said Scott had contrived a steei 
scraper from needles fastened into a 
wooden handle. They say that with 
this he set them to work scraping at 
one point on the steel tank. After 
nearly a week of patient effort they 
made considerable progress. Scott, they 
assert, encouraged them with the state- 
ment that they would receive steei 
saws from his wife, who was soon to 
come up from Los Angeles. 

It is the opinion of the officers that 
Scott planned the flasco merely to be- 
tray his fellow- prisoners, in the hope 
that he would be rewarded with his 
liberty for frustrating a jail delivery.

IVES HUSTLE 
TO PROSECUTE. 


DISTRICT ATTORNEY'S OFFICE 
BESIEGED BY WOMEN. 


— uXQV—ͤ—— 
Law Making le Felony for Husband 
to Desert His Wife Used as Handle 
by Many of Them to Get Revenge. 
Cases Where Complaints Have Re- 
sulted in Good. 


Probably no lac ever passed had a 
greater effect on criminal prosecutions 
than has the act of the Legislature 
making wife and child desertion a fel- 
onl, that went into effect little more 
than a year ago. 

From the moment the statute became 
effective, wives have besieged the 
members of the District Attorney's 
to have their spouses put 
in jall for their alleged neglect. | 

The complaints have multiplied as the 
provisions of the act have become more 
generally known, until more men are 
now prosecuted for this offense: than 
for any other felony on the statute 
books. Three such charges were filed 
by Deputy District Attorneys yester- 
Way and half a dozen women, who 
asked to have their husbands taken in 
custody, were turned away. because 
their causes were not deemed worthy 
of official notice. 

So great have become the demands 
of the members of the gentler sex that 
one of the District Attorney's deputies 
does little beside look after them. 

Whether the women are taking an 
unfair advantage of the law which was 
drawn for their protection, or they 
have merely seized upon a chance to 
avenge long-suffered wrongs, is a ques- 
tion which is perplexing prosecutors 
and court officials. 

It is true that many men have been 
justly punished since the law has been 
enforced. But the majority of the 
cases never come to trial in the Su- 
perior Court. A compromise is usually 
effected at the preliminary hearing. 
The magistrates in most instances pre- 
fer to allow the man his freedom so 
that he can support his family, which 
he is compelled to promise to do before 
he is released. In other cases the men 
choose to settle the affair through the 


courts. 

Justice Summerfield, before whom 
most of such cases are taken, sug- 
gests that the statute and the Roose- 
velt race suicide theory go hand in 
hand. His opinion is that men will 
not rush in where “angels fear to
